“The engineer said that sik men had 
boarded the engine, and, presenting re- 
volvers to the heads of himself 
fireman, had forced them to leave the en- 
gine. 

. “*As I got off,’ said the engineer, ‘one of 
the robbers shot at me. A man in front 
of me fell, ard said, ‘“‘what the -—— do you 
want to shoot me for?” I knew then that 
the robbers had shot one of their number 
by mistake. The fireman and I ran back 
to the train. The robbers picked up thé 
man who was wounded, and put him on

It was ail doubled up 
and had evidently -been thrown from the 
engine. There were two bullet wounds in 
the body and one in the center of the fore- 
head. 

Was Too Badly Aturt 

to Escape Capture. 

“It was perfectly clear that the robbers 
had murdered their wounded companion 
when they found that he was so badly 
hurt that he could not escape capture. 

“We heard the report of the explosion 
when the robbers blew up the express safe. 
The messenger told us that the bandits 
got about $100,000. Of course I don't know 
whether his etp~tement was correct or not. 

“The engineer and fireman were 
very positive in their statement that the 
@ead robber was shot by his companions. 
The published statements that the robber 
was killed by the express messenger are 
erroneous. If the messenger had shot 
bandit, the robbers woulg never have car- 
ried the body so far before throwing it into 
the ditch.’’ 

Henning brought back several souvenirs 
of the hold-up, most of them being pgces of 
the safe, which was blown to pieces. 

Among the passengers on the train were 
Henning’s two sons, Arthur and Clay;

AS PROUD EAGL 


= Street Crowd Saw 
Through Deception. 


{SCAVENGER BIRD CAPTURED 


WHILE IN CAPTIVITY HE ROUTED 
STRAY DOG. 


“It’s an eagle, I tell you. Guess I know 
the bird o’' freedom when I see him.”’ 

A crowd stood at the corner of Sixth and 
Wash streets at 8 o'clock this morning, 
looking up at a huge bald-headed bird 
perched with outspreading wings on a tele- 
graph pole, and, of course, the man who 
knows it all was there. 

But it was not an eagle, but a atray 
buzzard, the scavenger of southern cities. 
How it ever got to St. Louis is a mys- 
tery. 

Walter Howard,

As he was carrying it to the sidewalk the 
bird pulled one of its wings from his grasp 
and began to peck his hands and bare arms 
and every time it struck it brought blood. 
With the assistance of a boy, who was also 
badly pecked, both wings were secured and 
the bird thrust into an empty room until 
morning. : 

When Howard opened the door of the 
room in which the bird was a prisoner 
Friday morning there was a rush of wings 
and Howard was almost Knocked down by 
the escaping bird. It got out of the saloon 
and flew to the top of a telegraph pole. 
Here it remained several hours with its 
wings outstretched, blinking at the curious 
throng below. Its red beak, tipped with a 
white hook, and its curiously wrinkled pur- 
ple forehead proclaimed to those who knew 
ihat it was the great American buzzard. 

Howard climbed the pole after it but be- 
fore he reached it the buzzard took wing 
and flew into the open window of a room 
above the saloon, almost frightening th« 
occupant silly. Before’ it could escape 
again Howard rushed up and secured jt. 

Thte buzzard is tied to the saloon door by 
a piece of manila rope tied to one leg. It 
was peacefully blinking on the R&idewalk 
about 10 o'clock Friday morning when a 
small, black, inquisitive dog came smelling 
along. It smelled the buzzard and in an 
instant there Was a whirl of feathers and 
black fur, howls from the dog and hisses 
from the buzzard. 

The bird's claws were firmly fixed in the 
dog's back and its beak was pecking into 
the dog’s hide.

TO FIGHT TEAMSTERS UNION 


Chicago Express Companies and De- 
partment Stores Have Decided to 
Refuse Drivers’ Demands. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 8.—The express compa- 
nies practically have decided to resist the 
demands of their drivers for increased pay 
and shorter hours, and have taken steps 
to protect their business, should the team- 
sters’ union call a strike, 

Coupled with this decision come rumors 
of a similar action by the managers of 
some of the big department stores whose 
stablemen and drivers are threatening 
trouble. 

Both decisions were reached at a secret 
joint conference in which representatives 
of some of the stores and most of the sey- 
en =e express companies wer@g present. 

In the Ratiwuy Express Dirvers’ and Con. 
ductors’ Union, No. 20, the express compa- 
pies will have to deal with a branch of the 

National Teamsters’ Union, which fought 
the packers and became involved in the 
freight handlers’ trouble. 

The plan of the express companies will 
be to order agencies not to accept perish- 
able goods billed to Chicago, and-to can- 
cel from all shipping agreements the clause 
which compels delivery. When shipments 
reach this city the express companfes will 
send word to the consignee that he must 
call for goods. Perishable articles will be 
sent py fast freight. 


DELIVERY BOYS STRIKE. 


Chicago Department Stores Were De- 
layed by Their Action. 
CHICAGO, Aug. 8.—Several hundred boys 
employed On the delivery wagons of the 
State street department stores struck to- 


day for an increase in their wage scale 
from $4 and $% to $6.

WIT NO WARNING 


Billy Waldron Punished Par- 
rell for “Scabbing.” 


DREW HIS GUN AND BEGAN 


QUICKLY CLEANED OUT THE 
WAGON SHOP. 


Thomas Farrell, Secretary of the Wag- 
on Makers’ Union, Receives a 
Painful Wound Below 
the Right Knee. 


A shooting affray, which was witnessed 
by several parties, occurred this morning 
at 1 a. m. in @ wagon shop iocated at 
Broadway and Spruce street. Thomas 
Farrell, living at 6117 Natural Bridge road, 
was very painfully wounded by a shot fired 
by one Billy Waldron, Hving at 2609 Sheri- 
dan avenue. Another workman, John Shee- 
han, living at 1024 North Tenth street, was 
also slightly wounded. 

Mr. Farrell, who is the secretary of the 
Local Carriage and Wagon Workers’ Union, 
was struck by a bullet just below the right 
knee, the ball passing through the leg. He 
states that Billy Waldron came into the 
shop, where he is employed, and that he 
engaged John Sheehan in conversation. He 
further states that there were no angry 
words exchanged, and that he is utterly at 
a loss to explain the attack. He has al- 
ways been on friendly terms with Waldron, 
who until recently was employed in the 
same shop with. him. 

Sheehan bears Mr. Farrell out in his 
Statement that there was no dispute be- 
tween himself and Waldron, but he says 
that Waldron made the remark that he was 
going to set even with Farrell for ‘“‘scab- 
bing.”” Sheehan, realizing that Waldron 
was in anything but a sober state, warned 
him to have a care, at which Waldron 
drew a revolver, and began firing. 

The injured men, as soon as they found 
themselves !n danger, made a run for the 
rear of the shop, so as to evade Waldron. 
Witnesses say that after firing the shots 
Waldron deliberately placed the weapon in 
his pocket and walked away. 

Waldron has, aa yet, not been appre- 
hended, 

Farrell's wound, while painful, ie not con- 
sidered by his surgeon as serious. He was 
removed to his home as soon as the wound 
was dressed.

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BABY LABOR IN THE SOUTH. 


A New England cotton manufacturer closed his mill the other 
day, throwing 700 men and women out of employment. 

His explanation was perfectly satisfactory, ‘‘The manufaeture 
of cotton can be conducted in the South more economically.” 

The transfer of New England capital to the southern states is 

due to this fact, and the bulk of the economy is made up of child 
labor—baby labor, in fact, for 5 and 6-year-olds are numerous in 
these southern New England mills. 
_ The question of child labor is assuming considerable importance 
In the South and there is a strong sentiment in favor of laws 
forbidding the empicyment of children below a given age and 
regulating the hours of work of others. 

The South cannot afford to sacrifice her population in infancy. 
There is no surer way to lower the vital standard than by work- 
ing children as the children are made to work in these factories. 
Self-interest requires intelligent regulation and the legislatures 
should provide it without delay.

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CLEAN ST. LOUIS 


The conference of municipal officers today is mainly for the 
purpose of taking measures for a clean city. 

Intelligent co-operation among heads of departments ought to 
insure improvement. The mayor, health officers, chief of police 
and police justices can, by united effort, compel the daily collec- 
tion of garbage by the collectcr and likewise enforce the ordi- 
nances against scattering garbage and refuse on the streets and 
in the alleys which so many citizens habitually violate. 

This is a work advocated with unbroken persistence by the 
Post-Dispatch, always foremost in pointing out public needs and 
always fearless in exposing official neglect. 

Municipal cleanliness should be the first, as it is the most con- 
spicuous, municipal virtue. 

Citizens are themselves to blame for a reckless disregard of the 
ordinary rules necessary to insure clean streets and alleys. They 
throw garbage, waste paper and other refuse wherever they 
happen to be, with the result that the streets are littered with a 
mass of unsightly and disease-bDreeding rubbish. In a city like 
St. Louis such practices are discreditable if not disgraceful. 

More important, however, is the daily collection of garbage. 
The contractor is paid twice as much under the present contract 
as he recefved under the former one, but the collection is Uir- 
regular and much less complete. He should be compelled to 
carry out his contract. To excuse the performance of such a 
contract for any reason is to trifle with the city’s health and 
expose its highest interests to needless peril. 

We are all working for New St. Louis and if {s time to put 
away all*the follies and vices of old St. Louis. [If officials will 
co-operate among themselvés and citizens with them, the work 
of cleanliness at least can be efficiently performed. 

The policy which seems to be proposed by the Manhattan éle- 
vated railway, in New York, of employing poorly-paid, unskilled 
labor, to run its trains, in place of the we!l-paid, responsible en- 
gineers who are now on the trains, will hardly meet with public 
approval. The proposed change is of wide interest, because if the 
company can succeed in making it, a aimiar change may be 
brought about al! over the country as electricity displaces steam. 
This is a question of public safety, as well as of economy for the 
railways.

Denny Works 
for Gould Lines. 

Mr. Denny was elected to the House of 
Delegats a year and a half ago for his 
second term. He is an employe of the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railroad, holding a clerical 
position in the offices of that company at 
Seventh and Poplar streets. 

He is a tall, broad-shouldered young man, 
apparently about 30 years old. 

He is credited with being more intelligent 
and possessing greater shrewdness’ than 
the majority of his official colleagues. 

He has long been a worker for the Gould 
interests, and his employers give him credit 
for being a skilled clerk, steady, industri- 
ous and energetic. 

At the solicitation of his friends, he made 
the race for the House of Delegates and 
was elected by a substantial majority. 

\When the House was reorganized a few 
months ago there was considerable talk of 
making Mr. Denny speaker. 

liven the minority members, who have 
cteod for good legislation, rather favored 
hia candidacy. 

“Denny,” they said, “is a good fellow, 
seems pretty upright and ought to have 
enough independence to vote as he thinks 
right.” 

The combine had not been formed. Denny 
was being tried, and the gang now in power 
hated to trust a legislative ‘“‘cub.’’ 

But to quote the phraseology of

Mr. Denny seldom talks on the floor of 
the House. He is not an orator. Above all, 
he lays claim to no rhetorical genius. 

But this doesn’t make much difference. 
His vote is all the gang desires, and it has 
had it on every proposition whichi the mem- 
bers have favored. 

Mr. Denny was seen by the Post-Dis- 
patch at his place cf business Friday morn- 
ing. He was busy checking vp railroad 
reports. 

Around him were a dozen other bright- 
faced young men, working assiduously, just 
as Mr. Deany was. 

They all know “Charley Denny.” 
he has had the title of ‘‘honorable”’ 
fixed to his name, they have come to look 
on him with more than ordinary admira- 
tion. 

Mr. Denny is modest and quiet, He sel- 
dom gets rattled. He rather impresses you 
as a man who never worries, who may do 
a whole lot of thinking and calculating, 
but never permits little matters such as a 
street car bill or a pure milk ordinance to 
disturb his mental poise.

refuse was unloaded, is not a made street 
and complaints had been made against the 
depositing of refuse there. Capt. Creecy 
Stationed a policeman at that point and 
the arrest of Jonak followed. He will be 
Sent to the police court. 

In accordance with the instructions of 
Chief of Police Kiely, as printed exclusive- 
ly in Thursday’s Post-Dispatch, the police 
have begun the inspection of alleys to see 
about the collection of garbage. 

Friday morning’s reports show that the

The public hearing on the pure milk bill 
was begun before the sanitary committee 
of the House of Delegates in the House 


Chambers Friday morning. 
Delegates Buckley, Faulkner and Stanze, 


the members of the sanitary committee, 


conducted the hearing. 
The pure milk bill has passed the Council, 


and the matter now rests with the House.’ 


Dr. Chapman and Dr. Merrill and Health 
Commissioner Starkloff spoke in favor of 
the passage of the bill. Dr. Starkloff said 
that he favored the proposed ordinance. 
with the exception of the clause which 
placed the inspector under the direction 
of the city chemist. 

Dr. Starkloff, said the inspection should 
be controlled by the health commissioner. 


Attorney ‘ Steber, representing the dairy) 


interests, said that the dairymen favored 
the bill with the ex ion of clause 
which provides that ct{les of skimmed 
milk shall be labeled ‘‘skimmed milk.’ and 
unskimmed milk marked “pure.” 

Object to Most 

Important Feature. 

This proviso is regarded by friends of the

As exclusively announced in the Post-Dis- 
patch Thursday evening, a conference of 
city officials will be held in Mayor Wells’ 
office Friday afternoon to perfect a plan 
for the co-operation of municipal depart- 
ments to make and keep St. Louis clean. 

Mayor Wells’ decision to call the confer- 
ence grew out of his visits of inspection to 
each of the police districts. At each sta- 
tion he impiessed upon the captains and 
their subordinates that it,was their duty 


to see that streets and alleys are kept free 
from dirt, and to report every instance 
where garbage is not collected. 

The members of the Board of Public Im- 
provements have been invited to the confer- 
ence, and they will be urged, particularly 
the street and sewer commissioners, to 
have their subordinates co-operate with the 
police in seeing that the streets and alleys 
are kept clean and all violations of public 
cléaniiness reported. 

The police court Judges and the prosecut- 
ing officials have also been asked to the 
conference. and they will be charged with 
the duty of meting out just punisnment to 
those who wantonly interfere with the pub- 
lic efforts to clean the city. 

The members of the Board of Health will 
likewise attend the meeting and Dr. Stark- 
loff will be asked to have his sanitary in- 
spectors pay éspecial attention to unclean 
streéts and alleys, and particularly to un- 
collected garbage.

SELLING EXTREMELY HEAVY 


Too Much Wheat Arriving—Splendid

Bidwell Young Has Novel 
Pure Water Plan. 


FAIR OFFICIALS INTERESTED 


SANDSTONE WILL CLARIFY MIS- 
SOURI RIVER WATER. 


Experiments Made at St. Albans, 
Franklin County, Convince St. 
Louis Engineer That His 
Pian Is Practicable. 


Bidwell Young, a hydraulic engineer with 


an office in the Century building, thinks 
he has solved the pure water problem for | 
St. Louls. 

His plan fs to filter Missouri river water 
through natural hills of white sandstone 
at St. Albans, Mo., and pipe it into the 
city. 

Several months ago Mr. Young submitted 
his idea to Water Commissioner Fine. who 
is an advocate of filtration. Mr. ad dda 


not grow enthusiastic over the han In 
fact he intimated that it was tmpractica- 


ble. 

ut Mr. Young was not discouraged. He 
laid his plans before the ergineers of the 
Missouri river commission. hey oe 
well enough of the project to give 
Young a permit to experiment near 8t. 
Alban’'s. 

He pought a strip of ground one and one- 
eighth miles in length on the river bank at 
St. Alban’s. Then he secured an option.on 
a 40-acre tract adjoining. 


Experiments Made 
for Three Months. 

For three months Mr. Young and a force 
of men have been experimenting there. 
And as a result of these experiments Mr. 
Young says he is prepared to convince 
anyone who will visit St. Albans that wa- 
ter pure enough for anybody to drink can 


be secured by merely allowing the Missouri 
river water to filter through the rock that 
forms its banks on the ene and one-eighth 
mi's strin he has purchased. 

Mr, Young came to St. Louis from Chi- 
cago, and says he is backed by moneyed 
men both in that city and in St. Louis. 
They are ready, he says, to undertake tb 
construct a pipe line t at will bring pure 
drinking water to St. Louis. 

As a pre.iminary, Mr. Young says his 
company has offered to sup pply ppre water 
to the World’s Fair grounds 
sition, he says, will be taken u 
Fair company after Director o 
Taylor has an opportunity to visit St.. Al- 
bans. 

Mr. Young says that the project is one of 
his own developing. He first.began a study 
of the whi:te sandgtone, or silica, that 
horders the Missouri river at St. Albans, 
while at Pacifific, Mo. 


Stone Crops 
Out of Ground. 
He says he soon found that it was a per- 
fect natural filter and he began to look 
about to see if the same stone could be 


found close enough to 8t. Louis to be used 
to filter are water. 

He found it cropping out of the ground 
at St. Albans, so he says. St. Albans is a 
cross-roads station on the St. Louis, Kansas 
City & Colorado in Franklin Cunty. It is 
40 miles from St. Louis via this road, but 
only 25 miles due west from St. Louis. 

The Colorado road, after turning west 
from Creve Coeur Lake, runs along the 
south bank of the Missouri. St. Albans fs 
right on the river, and the one and one- 
eighth mile strip purchased by Young lies 
between the Colorado tracks and the riv 
at St. Albans. The 40-acre tract on whic 
he has an option is on the opposite side of 
the tracks. 

Mr. Young’s explanation of the geological 
cecnditicns on which his project is based is 
interesting. 

lie says that the proper place of white 
sandstone or silica in nature is about 150) 
feet helow the surface. This sandstone, 
instead of underlying St: Louis and the ad- 
qepent territory at this level, according tb 

r. Young, underlies the city in the tern 
of a basin, the edges of which are read ly 
traced above or near the surface in a’ cir- 
cle with a radius of about 25 miles 


Silica Rock 
Engirdles City. 

Mr. Young says this silica sand rock 
rises into hills of grand propoftion at 8t. 
Alban’'s, at West Point, Ill., above Alon, 
near Crystal City, Mo., and across the 


river near the Big Cave at Waterloo, IiL, 
it comes within 300 feet of the surface 

The edges of this sand rock basin, our. 
Young says, have an average thickness of 
about 100 feet. 

From St. Albans to the Mississippi! at 
St. Louis Mr. Young says this saidstone 
formation dips beneath the ground at an 
inclination of about @ feet pe mile, seek- 
ing its proper silurian dept 

“Just west of the county line it is ex- 
osed ort both sides of the Missour! rivet 
forming its geological banks for severa 
said Mr. Young to the Post-D.s- 
“As it dips beneath the surface it 
obviously forms the bed rock of the river 
for “tea / a mile, and from th‘s point he 
vary ag imestones. which overlie it may 
be easily traced to St. Louis, each in its 
turn being a surface rock and every mite 
or so sinking beneath tne ground to be 
succeeded in an ascending series until the 
St. Louls Umestone forming the bed roc 
of this city is reached. 


Closed Pores 
Would Open Easily. 


“As the Missouri river passes through 
Augusta Bend, which ts near St. Albans, 
the full force of its current {mpinges on the 
vertical face of this sand stone, and is d3- 
flected at nearly right angles in a northerly 
course, There are acres upon acres of this 
stone in close proximity to the river, sug- 
gesting the possibility of vast reservoirs of 
portable water within 20 miles of St. Louis. 

“The natural action of the river hag for 
ages closed the pores of this stone at the

about an eighth of an inch, but 
it requires but a touch from the hand of

Mr. Young says that the product of an 
experimental regervoir he hag sunk in the 
solid rock at St. Albans it, to all appear- 
ances, a perfect water, having a natural 
temperature of 52 degrees, absolutely ec.ear, 
tasteless, odorless and as soft as rain 
water. 

Believes Quantity 
Would Be Ample 

Mr. Young says that sufficient water 

could be filtered there dally to supply 8t. 


Louis. 

Hie states that !In an actual test 6 
square feet of exposure yleided 5000 gallons 
of water per day by capliilarity alone, The 
absorbing power of this stone is, he gays, 
far in excess of that amount and shoud 

ield five times the amount of the capil- 
lary test under proper conditions. A res- 
ervoir exposing 1,000,000 square feet. he ar- 
gues should yield 60,000,000 salions daily, 
provided its location Was in Ane with anh 
absorbing surface of equal aréa 

A pipe line of about thirty miles would 
reach the Chain of Rocks, from 8t. Ai- 
bans. Mr. Young states by following the 
geological banks of the river without tun- 
nel or viaduct.

Unpleasant. 


BROWN HOME WAS PLUNDERED 


HEAD OF FAMILY THREATENED 
WITH DEATH. 


After Getting Garments, Watch and 
Money From Clara Avenue Resi- 
dence, Negro Visited Other 
Houses and Added to 
Stock of Apparel. 


Charles E. Brown, cashier for the E. J. 
Schuster Printing Co., and his young wife 
awoke at 8:30 o’clock Friday morning while 
a negro burglar was searching the bedroom 
of their residence, 1444 Clara avenue. Now 
they are congratulating themselves that 
they escaped assassination. 

While the burglar was rifilng Mr. Brown's 
trousers a gold watch fell from one of the 
pockets. The noise resulting from its con- 
tact with the floor awakened Mrs. Brown. 

She sat upright in bed and said: ‘‘Who’s 
there?’’ 

In reply the negro placed the muzzle of a 
revolver before her eyes and said huskily: 

“Keep still or I'll kill you.” 

At the same time he pushed her back to 
a recumbent position. Mrs. Brown invol- 
untarily seized her husband as she fell back 
on her pillow, and the latter awoke. 


started Argument 
With the Robber. 

Wher he opened his eyes they looked 
squarely into the barrel of the negro's re- 
volver. 

“Lay back or I'll kill both of you,” the 
manded the negro. 

Brown dared to argue with the negro) He 
muttered something alhout showing the 
negro where everything was if he would 
allow him to rise, but the negro shoved the 
cold steel against Brown’s temple and re- 
peated his order to “‘lay back.’’ 

Then the negro, who had meantime 
picked up the watch, and who had a bundle 
in his left hand, including the trousers, 
held the pistol close to Brown's face as he 
started to step away from the bed. 

Brown's two children were alseep on a 
pallet.on the floor near the bed, and he 
cautioned the negro not to step on them. 
The burglar stepped over them but kept his 
pistol leveled at Brown as he backed out 
of the room. 

As he vanished Brown says he jumped 
from the bed and ran to the drawer where 
he kept his revolver. But he found that 
the burglar had taken that. He looked out 
of the window and shouted an alarm as the 
burglar passed out the back gate. 


Burglar Had Taken “6 
Purse and Watch. 

He telephoned the mounted police station 
from a neighbor’s residence, and within a 
ialf hour a sergeant and two’ policemen 
responded In the interim Brown found 
‘that the burglar had decamped with a 
vocketbook containing $40 as well as the 
watch, 

The policemen started out at once to 
search for the burglar and the stolen goods. 
About 4:30 o'clock one of the policemen -re- 
appeared with a pair of trousers, 

“Are those yours?’ he said to Brown, 
as he displayed a pair of the striped va- 
riety. 

“No,” said Brown, “mine are solid black.”’ 

The policeman explained that the trousers 
had been found in a shed In the vicinity of 
Lucretia and Wells avenues. 

Brown accompanied the policeman to this 
shed, and found thatthe owner of the shed 
had also been visited by the burglar. The 
negrd had taken $4.50, and had removed 
all his visible habiliments from the house, 
but had not awakened their owner. The 
burglar was evidently not after clothing, as 
he left all the garments in the shed. 

Mr. Brown returned home, and about 5 
o'clock another policeman informed him 
that a pair of trousers had been found in 
a lot on Belt avenue near Page boulevard. 


Pants ered : 
With Pockets Empty. 


This time the pants proved to be Brown's. 
In the pockets -he found his pocketbook, 
minus the cash, but with all the papers and 
checks undisturbed. 

While standing in this vacant lot Brown 
says he heard a woman say that the bur- 
glar had also been at her house, which he 
presumes to be in the immediate vicinity, 
but had secured nothing but a quantity of 
receipted bills. 

Mr. Brown is of the opinion that the 
negro visited still other homes in that sec- 
tion of the city. He also expresses the 
opinion that he had an accomplice who 
knew the interiors of the homes he broke 
into. 

He entered the Brown residence through 


a side window, breaking the screen, and. 


emerged the same way. 

Mr. Brown says the negro was yellow 
in color, with a brutal face. He describes 
him as being about 5 feet 9 inches tall and 
wearing a dark sult. 

Brown says the burglar carried a bicycle 
lamp, and that, though it was dark when 
he visited his home, Brown says the green 
shade on the back of the lamp cast a light 
over his features and impressed them on 
his mind.
